creditors and depositors and inciden­ 


tally $ 2 1 3 4 91 is due him. 


In his complaint 
Dundon 
states 
that for a long time 
prior to the sus­ 


pension of the bank, the officers neg­ 


lected to supervise its affairs, and 


gave practically n o pergonal 
care to 


the institution whatever; they allowed 


the president and vice president, 
he 


says, to run things 
just 
as .they 


pleased; these two officers were al 


lowed to use their own 
discretion in 


making loans, investments and mort­ 


gages, and they 
accepted as securi­ 


ties worthless notes and bonds and 


other things 
which are not usually 


accepted in 
bond 
dealings. 
T h e 


officers were also allowed, he says, to 


take over $1,000,000 for their own 


use and no security for the same was 


ever given. 
A s a result of all this 


mismanagement, he says, the bank 


was forced to close its doors. 


The bank is said in the complaint 


to owe the $2,000,000 to about 1300 


creditors and depositors.

Every rqail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians,. 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first Monday in March and the 
lirst Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty ot the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the n'glect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by .seizure and sale of an; 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in bis employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and' 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twnty-one or 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid 011 demand.
